The 5 -acre tract at 623 West 24th is the 
property of the late Mrs. Earlie Whiteman. 
The offer to d onate the land is being mad e 
by the heirs to the estate, who were in 
si^alia last week to attend the fu neral of 
Mrs. Whiteman, who d ied Jan. 2.

and 
two 
d au ghters, Robert Whiteman, Kansas City , 
Lee S. Whiteman, Ju neau , Alask a, Gene F 
Whiteman, St. Joseph, Carol 0. Whiteman, 
Ju neau , Alask a, Mrs. A. E 
Williams, 
Eld on, and Mrs. Ray Berry , Prescott, 
Ariz., all agreed that Mrs. Whiteman wou ld 


hav e wanted Sed alia to hav e the property 
fora park 
Before the heirs separated and went 
back to their homes d u ring the week end , 
they d ecid ed to abid e by the wishes of Mrs 
Whiteman and offer the property , as a 
d onation, to the city . 
Bob Whiteman remained in Sed alia u ntil 
Tu esd ay to mak e the offer and find ou t 
what the reaction to the proposal wou ld be 
He first talk ed to Third Ward Cou ncilman 
Carl Frank lin, a child hood friend , who was 
enthu siastic abou t the matter 
Frank lin notified the other cou ncilmen 
and May or Jerry Jones at a meeting held 
Mond ay night on another matter, and the 
entire grou p ex pressed approv al 
City Cou nsellor Bob Fritz and Attorney 
Henry Salv eter were ask ed to consid er the 


legal aspects of the d onation and both 
reported they cou ld see no reason for the 
city to not accept the land . 
Before the land can be accepted , an 
ord inance approv ing the action mu st be 
d rawn u p and passed by the cou ncil in open 
meeting Frank lin ind icated this is being 
work ed on and shou ld be presented to the 
cou ncil in the near fu tu re 
Frank lin said the cou ncil d iscu ssed 
actions that cou ld be tak en after the tract is 
awepted He said he and Cou ncilman Don 
Broad d u s at a recent meeting of the Show- 
Me Regional Planning Commission at 
Warrensbu rg, 
learned 
that 
fed eral 
matching fu nd s were av ailable for the 
d ev elopment of city park s in some cases, 
and that the new park cou ld probably 
become eligible for these fu nd s. 


The fed eral matching fu nd s, obtained 
throu gh the Show-Me grou p, wou ld consist 
of the appraised v alu e of the property to be 
d ev eloped , Frank lin ex plained 
The Whiteman heirs were all raised at 
623 West 24th and agreed on the need for a 
park in this area “When we were growing 
u p. this area was u nd ev eloped , and there is 
still no park in the area to prov id e a place 
to relax and for the child ren in this growing 
area to play ,” they ex plained 
The old est Whiteman boy , Lt George 
A. Whiteman, was the first American 
airman reported k illed in World War II He 
was k illed when his plane was hit and 
crashed d u ring tak e-off in the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor. Dec. 7.1941

also satisfied that ex pensiv e corrections in 
work manship on the project which the 
gov ernment req u ired AM('ON to perform 
were at least an ind irect resu lt of the su it 
“Althou gh the su it has been d ismissed 
for the reasons prev iou sly stated , the 
Bu ild ing Trad es is confid ent that the

solu tions are av ailable 
It was rev ealed that in ord er to meet this 
specification the sy stem might be forced to

program and Smith says he 
thinks the I^egislature should 
give the governor's program a 
fair hearing Both know where 
they stand, but the time for 
battle has not yet arrived 
Hall went to t'oUinsville Tues­ 
day night to stump for the pro­ 
gram

In recent se.ssions, the Okla 
homa Senate has attempted to 
update the formula of alloca 
tions of road funds based on 
mileage within the counties and 
even this small effort has been 
defeated " 
He said the county commis­ 
sioners have defeated efforts to 
make allm-ations conform to 
the exact 
mileage

they want to kwp receiving 
funds to maintain those roads 
that are under water 
“ One of the cnticisms 1 have 
IS that those funds now being 
all(K'ated are considered siicred 
and no portion of that alloca­ 
tion is to be touched ' 
The 
Tulsii 
lawmaker also 
said he believes “ education is 
the number one pnority of need 
in this state and if it comes 
down to a choide of going over 
roads full of chuck holes to 
quality sch(K)ls or driving down 
a paved, four-lane highway to 
inferior schwils. 1 feel we must 
give education the top prior­ 
ity “ 
Although Smith said he will 
give the program a fair hearing 
and “ won’t abuse the powers of 
his office if I should conclude it 
violates the principles of g(K>d 
government

Elks lodge because he is black, 
a federal court panel has ruled 
fraternal organizations are not 
entitled to tax breaks if they 
exclude nonwhites 
The ruling said such organ­ 
izations are not exempt from 
federal income taxes and re­ 
vokes the right of individuals to 
deduct charitable contributions 
to such clubs from their income 
tax 
The order Tuesday by three 
U.S, District Court judges was 
an opinion of law which often 
comes before a final judgment 
on a particular case. The court 
has not yet ruled on the validi­ 
ty of the complaint against the 
Elks lodge 
But the language of the rul­ 
ing indicates the intent of the 
court is to rule out all federal 
tax breaks for fraternal organ­ 
izations that exclude nonwhites 
and for members of such or­ 
ganizations 
Citing the Civil Rights Act of 
1964, the judges said; “ There is 
a clearly indicated congression­ 
al policy that the beneficiaries 
of federal largesse should not 
discriminate .., 


“ The minds and hearts of 
men may be beyond the pur- 
vii*w of this or any court per­ 
haps those who cling to in­ 
fantile and ultimately self-de- 
.structive notions of tlieir racial 
superiority cannot be forced to 
maturity 
“ But the 5th and 14th amend­ 
ments do require that such in­ 
dividuals not be given solace in 
their delusions by the govern­ 
ment " 
The ruling came in the suit of 
Clifford V. MctJlotten who. with 
the support of the American 
('ivil Liberties Union, filed a 
class-action suit against the 
Fienevolent and Protective Or­ 
der of Elks 
Acting on a government mo­ 
tion, the court dismissed a sec­ 
ond claim that tax exemptions 
for nonprofit clubs violate the 
Constitution 
The court said 
there is a distinction between 
most nonprofit clubs and frater­ 
nal organizations in the way 
money is raised and invested 
The Elks, founded in New 
York in 1868. have a provi.sion 
in their constitution that says: 
“ No person shall be accepted 
as a member of this organ­ 
ization unless he be a white, 
male citizen of the United 
States of America "

SEA TTLE (AP) — State ecology officials,

Weyerhaeuser Co to close a pulp mill 
rather than meet pollution abatement 
requirements. 
i f the state and the Weyerhaeuser Co. 
alone had addressed themselves to the 
problem, they would have found other 
meaningful 
solutions.” 
state 
Ecology 
Department Director John Biggs said Tues­ 
day 
“ The key is intervention of the federal 
government into the state’s programs,” 
said another department spokesman. “ In­ 
dustry doesn’t know what the federal 
government wants, and Weyerhaeuser was 
afraid it couldn’t count on federal re­ 
quirements ” 
The company announced Tuesday it 
would close its sulphite pulp mill in 
Everett, putting the jobs of 330 workers in 
jeopardy. 
Estabhshed in 1936, the plant produces 
310 tons of bleached sulphite pulp daily. 
Sulphite pulp is used for top quahty 
products, such as bond paper 
But the plant pours 4 5 milhon gallons of 
diluted untreated sulphite waste into Puget 
Sound each day. state ecology officials said. 
In 1969 the state imposed a cleanup 
deadhne by offering Weyerhaeuser three 
alternatives 
It could install a recovery 
system that would ehminate 80 per cent of 
the waste, build a new plant or cease op­ 
erations. 
In announcing it had chosen the third 
alternative, Weyerhaeuser said it would 
close the plant by the May 31,1973 deadhne 
imposed by the state and would try to find 
jobs for the mill’s workers 
Although a company spokesman noted 
that Weyerhaeuser had been unable to

The au tomak ers 
say that it cannot—and shou ld 
not—be done. 
“The 197 5-7 6 standards wou ld 
be a technical and engineering 
disaster, ” Sid Terry , Chry sler 
Corp. v ice president for safety 
and env ironment, told a panel 
discu ssion 
Monday 
at 
the 
Society of Au tomotiv e Engi­ 
neers congress. 
“We’re going far past the 
point of diminishing retu rns,’’ 
he said, ex plaining that he feels 
the cost of cleaning u p the last 
v estige of au tomotiv e pollu tion 
far ou tweighs the benefits. 
Terry and Fred Bowditch, di­ 
rector of au tomotiv e emissions 
research for General Motors 
Corp., said iheir companies 
simply do not possess the tech- 
nol(^y needed to bu ild produ c­ 
tion cars which will meet the 
197 6-7 6 standards and go on 
meeting them for 50,000 miles 
of u se, as requ ired by law. 
The Clean Air Act allows the 


Env ironmental 
Protection 
Agency to grant the au tomak ­ 
ers a one-y ear ex tension if it is 
conv inced the standards cannot 
be met. Both Terry and Bow­ 
ditch said their firms soon 
wou ld requ est an ex tension. 


Ford Motor Co., meanwhile, 
said it is still y ears from pro-, 
du ction on an engine promoted 
by President Nix on as one. 
which can meet the impending 
standards. Jack Collins, project

for

The “puritanical and collectivist” society 
of China has produced a high degree of 
public morality , he says, along with public 
cleanhness and order. It is this “immense 
moral vitality " which he feels is the most 
striking aspect to visiting Amciicans. who 
have 
long 
regarded 
the 
Chinese 
Communists as wicked atheists 


All of which contrasts with our own 
society where, says ('lark, “ we don’t know 
what to do with our young people and can 
think of nothing better than to put them in 
holding patterns by recycling them through 
graduate school or to offer them dull work 
or unemploy ment 
where social control 
has almost totally broken down 
while 
the impact of American industry and 
individualism’ is having a ruinous effect on 
American cities and the country side 
and where con.spicuous consumption and 
wa.stefulness are an ingrained part of 
everyday Uving ” 


In the same issue. Dr E. (íray Dimond, 
professor of medicine at the University of 
Missouri, reports that Chinese standards of 
diagnosis, 
laboratory 
p roc ed ure s, 
medications and surgical techniques are 
comparable 
to advanced 
international 
standards 


Not only that, but "('hina has appUed 
mass public health measures, and plagues 
are controlled, the fUes are decimated, 
prostitution as a profession has ceased, 
venereal disease is curbed. alcohoUsm is 
not 
a 
problem; 
drug 
addiction 
has 
stopped; and the streets are cleaned, the 
windows screened, the water boiled ” 


Moreover. China has succeeded, where 
the United States has failed, in bringing 
health care to rural areas 


How have they done it' Simply by 
ordering onethird of all hospital staffs and 
one-third of all medical school staffs and 
students to be in the country side at any one 
time, says Dimond 


And that is one clue as to how the 
('hiñ ese ('ommunists have accompUshed 
the undeniably impressive social reforms 
they have wrought in two decades, and an 
example of the price the Chinese people 
have paid for them

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Conflicting Conclusion On Anderson Papers Outbreak

session Kissinger said :

“ I am getting hell every half 
hour from the President.” Kis­ 
singer is quoted, “ that we are 
not being tough enough on In­ 
dia 
He wants to tilt m favor 
of Pakistan 
Kissinger was later descnbed 
in the minutes of the Dec 7 


meeting 
as 
directing 
“ that 
henceforth we show a certain 
coolness to the Indians: the In­ 
dian ambassador is not to be 
treated at so high a level.” 
The United States then cut off 
$100 million in aid to India 
Apart from political questions 
about the wisdom of these and

dependence elements’’ 
The administration has said 
constantly it did not condone 


the Pakistani actions; Assistant 
Secretary of State Joseph Sisco 
told reporters Dec. 4 that “ the 
crisis in its initial stage was 
not really of Indian making ” 
Kissinger three days later 
told 
newsmen: 
“ Now. 
the 
United States did not condone 
what happened in March 1971. 
on the contrary, the United 
States has made no new devel­ 
opment loans to Pakistan since 
March 1971.” 
He also repeated that U S 
military aid to Pakistan had 
been completely ended with 
most of it cut off as of March 
25. the date the Pakistani civil

Deductible 
Taxes Lengthy

SAN JUAN, 
Puerto Rico 
(AP) — If you’re rich, intelli­ 
gent and good looking, and your 
father happens to be Vladimir 
Nabokov, it might be a great 
temptation to take the easy road. 
The Russian novelist’s only 
son, Dmitri, was doing just 
about that when he approached 
his mid-thirties. Then he felt it 
was no longer enough to bask 
in the laurels of the creator of 
“Lolita.” 
“ I decided you must do one 
thing well in your life, and 
that’s when I decided to make 
a career of opera,” he says. 
The young Russian-American 
had had several false starts, 
even rejecting a bid from Har­ 
vard Law School at the last 
minute to pursue his dream of 
an operatic career. But when 
prizes and raves came too eas­ 
ily on the opera circuit, he 
turned to his other passion, 
sports car races. 
It wasn’t until his under­ 
standing friend and renowned 
opera singer Giuseppe Camp- 
ora locked him out of his rac­ 
ing car that he got back x)n the 
right track. 
Now at 37. the tall, slender 
basso is back where he wants 
to be—on his way up again in a 
demanding operatic career 
It all started at the end of the

Causes Numbness 


Dear Dr. Lamb — 1 would 
surely appreciate an answer to 
this question When 1 sleep and 
have 
my 
arms 
in 
another 
position except straight down 
by my sides, my hands go to 
sleep First it was only one hand 
and now both are involved. Just 
as soon as 1 put them straight 
after 1 awake, they are fine As 
far as I know my heart is O.K. 
Dear Reader — The most 
common cause of this problem 
is mechanical blocking of the 
arteries that provide the flow of 
blood to the arms A muscle in 
the neck can be drawn taut 
across the artery when the arms 
are above the head in particular 
and cau.se this problem. Some 
people have an extra rib (in the 
lower neck called a cervical rib) 
that causes pressure on the 
artery when the arms are in 
such a position that the rib 
impinges on the artery 
In previous days when the 
head of the bed was made of 
metal 
rods, 
like 
the 
old- 
fashioned 
brass 
bed, 
some 
people would hold on to the 
rods in their sleep and some of 
them 
would 
compress 
the 
artery to their arms and hands 
this way 
In a few cases the 
muscles of 
the thumb area 
would waste away from the 
habit. 
Another cause of a numbness 
is pressure on the nerves to the 
arms. This may occur if a 
person has arthritic changes in 
the spine of such a nature that 
in some positions too much 
pressure is placed on the nerves 


that come out of the spine and 
go to the hand. 
Of course, if someone else 
sleeps on your arm that can 
cause the problem, too 
Soldiers sometimes have a 
similar problem if they carry a 
heavy pack The pack pulls the 
collarbone back and it and the 
muscles in the shoulder car 
compress the artery and cause 
problems with circulation to the 
hands. 
No doubt your problem is 
mechanical. 1 doubt it is serious 
though. You have already found 
the best treatment, keeping 
your hands down while you 
sleep. 
Dear Dr. Lamb — My heart is 
on the right side. Is there a 
medical term for this and does 
it occur very often*;’

“ But we have two lords and 
ladies in our apartment build­ 
ing and they’re mad as hell 
about the changes.” 
“We must preserve the envi­ 
ronment and yet make way for 
modernization,” concedes May­ 
or Mrs. Muriel Gumbel, who 


wears a gold chain of office 
and a scarlet ceremonial robe 
straight from the 16th century. 
“We are determined to get 
hold 
of 
this 
environmental 
problem and prevent further 
deterioration,” says Sir Malby 
Crofton, chief of the Borough 
Council. 
The first offensive in Ken­ 
sington’s battle for dignity was 
fought against hotels. With 300 
hotels already filling the dis­ 
trict with tourists and 27 more 
on the way, the council issued 
an 
official statement saying 
““enough is enough.” 
Like other London boroughs, 
Kensington is partially self-gov­ 
erning. 
Kensington’s latest pollution 


problem is mice. Six years ago, 
says the council with alarm. 
551 cases of mice infestation 
were reported in the borough 
and last year the figure nibbled 
its way up to 1,863. The council 
immediately formed what it 
calls a “Rodent Control Flying 
S q u a d ’ ’ that exterminates 
mice—free of charge. 
Mice aren’t the sort of prob­ 
lem that worries residents on a 
street called Kensington Palace 
Gardens, the one with the ga­ 
tekeepers. The street is known 
as 
“millionaires’ row.” What 
the millionaires worry about is 
apartment buildings going up 
among all the sedate foreign 
embassies 
and 
overlooking 
Kensington Palace.

Bird Talk 


Helpful To 


Sick Eagles 


APOPKA, Fla. (AP) — Doris 
Mager’s best prescription for 
sick eagles is bird talk. 
“ You have to talk to them a 
lot,” Mrs. Mager, a housewife, 
said 
Monday. 
“ It 
helps to 
soothe and calm them down.” 
Mrs. Mager, who has played 
nurse to sick bald eagles for 
two years, has as her latest 
ward a bird named Hallie. 
Hallie 
was 
grounded 
last 
week by a hunter’s bullet which 
smashed into her wing and 
shattered the bone. 
The bald eagle is being kept 
in a walk-in cage in Mrs. Ma­ 
ger’s back yard. 
“ In two years 1 have nursed 
six bald eagles back to health,” 
said Mrs. Mager. “ The real 
thrill comes the day you open 
the cage door and they fly 
free.” 
Mrs. Mager says she feeds 
the eagles fish, mainly trout or 
mackerel. 
“ At the moment Hallie gets 
one big fish a day,” she said. 
“ 1 just put it in the cage and 
she eats it as she would in the 
wild. 
“ I try to have as little con­ 
tact with the birds as possible, ” 
Mrs. Mager added. “ 1 just talk 
to them when I go into the 
cage, but otherwise 1 try not to 
handle them because 1 want 
them to remain wild.” 
Mrs. Mager became inter­ 
ested in birds of prey when she 
went to work for the Audubon 
Society nine years ago 
Hallie was found on the 
banks of the upper St. Johns 
River and was taken to the 
society. 
After her mate 
was dis­ 
covered guarding eggs in a 
treetop eyrie, the society organ­ 
ized an airlift so the male eagle 
would not have to leave the 
nest for food. 
But after a few days society 
members said the male bird 
apparently called in another fe­ 
male to share the egg sitting 
chores and the airlift was can­ 
celed 
Halhe has had a steel pin in­ 
serted in her wing bone to hold 
it together It is doubtful she 
will ever fly again

To Give Wheat Farmers Reasons Not to Plant

SPACE CENTT:R, Houston 
(AP) — Lunar scientists have 
identified three basic building 
blocks of the moon and dis­ 
covered a large region of rela­ 
tively high radioactivity 
Experts reported Monday at 
the third annual Lunar Science 
Conference that study of data 
and rocks gathered on Apollo 
moon-landing flights disclose 
these 
three 
basic 
materials 
from which the moon is con­ 
structed ; 
-—Iron-rich 
(basaltic) 
rock 
found in the great dry plains on 
the front side of the moon. Ba­ 
salt also is a common material 
found on earth but its chemical 
composition differs from that 
on the moon 
—Kreep, the mysterious po­ 
tassium-rich material returned 
by Apollo astronauts which also 
is high in such other radio­ 
active elements as uranium, 
thorium and rare earth metals. 
This is generally found in the 
radioactive northwest sector on 
the front side 
—Plagioclase found in most 
parts of the moon It is low in 
radioactivity and high in alumi­ 
num, calcium and sodium 
"Now that we have identified 


these 
three 
basic 
building 
blocks, we must continue our 
studies to find how they are re­ 
lated in time and place,’’ re­ 
ported Dr Paul W. Ga.st, chief 
of planetary and earth sciences 
at NASA’s Manned Spacecraft 
Center 
Dr James Arnold of the Uni­ 
versity of California at San 
Diego said the radioactive zone 
was detected by a gamma-ray 
experiment operated by astro­ 
naut Alfred M Worden as he 
orbited the moon alone during 
the Apollo 15 mission last Au­ 
gust. 
“ The radioactivity was de­ 
tected over a wide area,” Ar­ 
nold said 
.Arnold said research is under 
way to determine if the radio- 
acbvity is associated with ther­ 
mal emissions from beneath 
the surface. He emphasized the 
dosage is high only in relation 
to the rest of the moon and that 
levels are similar to those on 
earth. 
Cast said origin of the radio­ 
active kreep rcx^ks “ is a crucial 
clue to the early history of the 
moon It’s important that we 
determine when they last crys­ 
tallized from a liquid ” 
He said experts beheve this 
occurred 
about 
four 
billion 


years ago. about the time the 
Mare Imbrium was carved out 
of the moon by the impact of a 
giant object from space This 
would have been about 500,000 
years after the time most lunar 
scientists believe the moon was 
created

Wheat farmers will be offered 
extra payments to take more 
land from production this year 
in a move by the Agriculture 
Department to hold down a ris­ 
ing surplus of the grain 
Officials announced Monday 
that average payments are ex­ 
pected to run close to $30 per 
acre in all and that the pbn is 
expected to cost at least $154 
million 
The payments will be made 
at the rate of 94 cents a bushel 
on a farm’s normal yield multi­ 
plied by the number of acres he 
enrolls in the program 
Under the plan, farmers will 
be able to take from production 
land in excess of their normal 


wheat set-aside requirement It 
is the additional land that will 
draw payments 
Officials said up to 75 per 
cent of a farm’s “ national allot­ 
ment” acreage may be eligible 
for the extra payments 
Be­ 
tween 5 million and 6 million 
acres are expected to be put 
into the program 
The move, expected for some 
time, is designed to curb 1972 
wheat production 
Last year, 
output soared to a record 1.6 
billion bushels, signaling a sur­ 
plus carryover next July 1 of 
975 nullion bushels—the most in 
10 years 
Farm-belt members of Con­ 
gress. 
including Republicans 
and Democrats, had urged the 
administration to proceed with 
the supplemental program It 


was also sought by the National 
Association of Wheat Growers. 
Farmers will begin signing 
up 1972 crop programs on Feb 
3 Those include plans for cot­ 
ton and feed grain as well as 
wheat In each, farmers must 
agree to idling a portion of 
their land in order to qualify 
for price supports and other 
benefits 
The wheat plan announce­ 
ment was the second major 
step by the adnunistration to­ 
ward a larger idled acreage 
this year 
Last fall, a tighter feed grain 
program was announced The 
program included a larger bas­ 
ic acreage set-aside require­ 
ment plus provisions for taking 
additional land out of feed- 
grain production voluntarily 


The 1972 feed program is 
aimed at taking 38 million 
acres from production, com­ 
pared with 18 2 million last 
year 
The wheat programs calls for 
a basic set-aside of 15 million 
acres plus the new additional 
goal of 5 million to 6 million 
The wheat set aside last year 
was pegged at a maximum 13 3 
million
